WE HAVE BEEN PUZZLED ABOUT WHAT WOULD BE THE EFFECT ON 
THE FOREIGN OFFICE WORKING GROUP Oil HUMAN RIGHTS OF THE 
RECENT DEPARTURE OF JUAN CARLOS ARLIA AS ARGENTINA'S 
AMBASSADOR IN KENYA. A JUNIOR MEMBER OF THE FOWG 
(MARTIN SARABIA) HAS TOLD US THAT IGNACIO PICO ESTRADA 
WILL SHORTLY REPLACE ARLIA, BUT THAT THE FOWG WILL 
'OPERATE DIFFERENTLY. " WE BELIEVE THAT MEANS WITH LESS 
INDEPENDENCE AND AUTHORITY.' 
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
